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Dear Colleague: 

Over the last decade, our two-century old 
civil asset forfeiture laws have been recruited in 
the war against crime. The federal government is 
taking in hundreds of millions of dollars a year 
in proceeds from cash and property used in 
criminal activities. Unfortunately, it has become 
all too apparent in recent years that those civil 
asset forfeiture laws are sometimes being used 
in terribly unjust ways, depriving innocent 
citizens of their property without basic due 
process. Believe it or not, Federal officials have 
the power to seize your home, your car, your 
business and your bank account-all without 
indictment, hearing or trial. 

Imagine this. You make a mistake of buying 
an airplane ticket with cash-behaviour that is 
deemed to fit a drug courier profile— so you are 
detained and searched. No drugs are found, but 
the agents seize the cash in your wallet saying 
the\' have "probable cause” to believe that the 
money was intended to buy drugs. You are 
allowed to leave and are not charged with any 
crime, but the agents keep your money. 

What recourse do you have to get your 
money back? Very little, because the law treats 
the property, rather than you, as the offending 
object. None of the Constitutional or procedural 
safeguards of the criminal law are available, 
because you are not charged with a crime. You 
have to prove a negative, that your property was 
never used in a crime, that it was “innocent.” 
But the alleged criminal conduct needn’t even 
involve vou-it could just as easily be a crime 
allegedly committed by the previous owner of 
your property, or by someone who, 
unbeknownst to you, used your property in a 
criminal endeavor. 

And if that weren’t bad enough, you must 
provide a 10% cost bond for the privilege of 
even contesting the government’s seizure. Don’t 


expect to have an attorney 
provided to help you if you are 
indigent, but familiarize 
yourself with legal procedure 
quickly- you have only 10 days 
to file your claim. Even 
assuming you somehow prevail, 
the government is not liable for 
any interest on your money, or 
in the case of seized property, any damage 
caused by its handling or storage. 

As unbelievable as all this seems, this is 
now the law! And with the government’s interest 
in increasing available funds, there is little 
incentive for law enforcement officials to refrain 
from vigorously exploiting this tool. It is 
incumbent upon the Congress to reform the 
system to make it consistent with the basic 
presumption in American law- that you are 
innocent until proven guilt} 7 , and that you should 
not lose your property without due process of 
law 7 . 

To this end we will soon go to the floor with 
Chairman Hyde’s manager’s amendment to HR 
1965, “The Civil Asset Forfeiture Reform Act.” 
It puts the burden of proof back where it 
belongs— with the government. It also provides 
indigent defendants with appointed counsel, 
allows property owners who take reasonable 
steps to prevent others from using their property 
in criminal activity to get their property back, 
eliminates the cost bond requirement, provides 
compensation for damage caused to the 
property, extends the time for filing of a claim 
and provides prevailing property owners with 
compensatory interest in certain situations. 

The manager’s amendment to HR 1965 is 
supported by the National Rifle Association, the 
National Association of Criminal Defense 
Lawyers, the Law Enforcement Alliance of 
America, the American Civil Liberties Union, 
Americans for Tax Reform, the National 
Association of Realtors, the Small Business 
Survival Committee, the Eagle Forum, the 
Institute for Justice, the Coalition for America, 
the Association of Concerned Taxpayers, the 
Heartland Institute, the National Center for 
Public Policy Research, the Conservative 
Leadership PAC, the Competitive Enterprise 


Institute, Frontiers of Freedom, and the Seniors 
Coalition.

CLINTON AND DRUGS 

Of all the scandals surrounding President 
Clinton, the Monica Lewinsky tryst ranks at the 
bottom. The number one scandal would be the 
number of people that have died surrounding the 
President. (See our March, 1996 issue for the 
“Clinton Death Toll Check List,” which has 
grown since then). The second would be his 
excessive drug use which has been confirmed 
by many witnesses. Clinton’s drug use in the 
past is not news. However, an article written by 
Joe E. Doughery for USA Online indicates that 
it may be still happening today : 

WASHINGTON-Mormation passed to a 
talk radio program by a reporter for the USA 
Radio Network indicated that Secret Service 
agents testifying in a grand jury hearing separate 
from the Lewinsky hearings have alleged drug 
use within the White House. 


According to USA Radio Network 
correspondent Jack Christy, the “bombshell’’ 
report was based on information Christ} 7 and 
others had been gathering on the issue prior to 
the agents' testimony. 

“We are hearing allegations that what the 
Secret Service is testifying about is drug use 
within the White House,” Christ} 7 said during a 
phone call to the George Putnam Show on 
KIEV- AM in Seattle. 

Christ} indicated that Larry' Cockrell, the 
lead Secret Service agent in charge of protecting 
President Clinton until the White House 
reassigned him, was involved m the testimony. 

During the on-air conversation, Putnam 
added that he had been told by Larry 
Nichols-former Arkansas state trooper and 
guardian of Clinton while he was governor of 
Arkansas-that the trafficking of cocaine mto the 
White House was bemg earned out by “a select 
few” personnel who had special passes. 

Both Putnam and Christ}' said that Monica 
Lewinsky, currently embroiled in a “sexgate” 
controversy 7 , has one of the special passes. 

Those passes, Christy’ revealed, “do not 
require the holder to be inspected upon entering 
the White House.” 

Putnam challenged Christy 7 to verify’ the 
information during the interview “without giving 
up” sources. Christy said, “I can tell you, 
George, that this is the scuttlebutt here on the 
streets in Washington, D.C ” 

Christy added that he believes former White 
House Chief of Staff Leon Panetta also knew of 
the drug use, which is “why he left the White 
House” and later chose not to run for a 
governorship. “He did that for a reason,” he 
said. 

Christy also said that Independent 
Prosecutor “Ken Starr knows” about the drug 
use, which is why 7 “those Clinton supporters” 
who have been “asking Starr to let go” are 
being so vehement in their criticism. 

Putnam said that “we also know” about the 
alleged drug use by Clinton and those close to 
him in Arkansas because of an expose about the 
Clinton administration written by 7 former FBI 
agent Gary 7 Aldridge. Aldridge’s book charged, 
among other things, that immorality in the 
Clinton White House was rampant. The charges 
included lax security 7 measures for those whom 
he described as dubious people. 

Both Christy and Putnam cited a story 
which appeared in Investor's Business Daily on 
October 6, 19%, entitled, “What Did He Snort 
and When Did He Snort It?”, that cited alleged 
drug use in the White House. (See excerpts 
below.) 

During the conversation, Christy 7 reminded 
listeners that the brief Starr filed with the 


Supreme Court, which sought to compel Secret 
Service testimony over the objections of the 
Administration, “contained sensitive 
information.” Christy 7 appeared to be tying that 
description mto the story 7 regarding the drug use. 

At that pomt, Putnam asked, “How far does 
it [the drug use] reach?” 

“All the way to the top,” Christy 7 said. “I 
mean, we’re talking about the President of the 
United States here.” 

Chnsty also said that the Secret Service 
agents which have been compelled to testify 
before Ken Starr’s grand jury 7 “are decent, 
honorable people, but they 7 witnessed the 
President in a compromised position.” That, he 
said, put them in a very delicate situation. 

Christy 7 suggested that Starr’s final report to 
Congress regarding his four-year investigation 
will be “all inclusive,” and that there may be 
nothing left for legislators to do “except 
impeach the guy, unless he resigns for medical 
reasons beforehand.” 

Excerpts from Investor s Business Daily 
reveal what kind of President we have: 

♦Sally Perdue, a former Miss Arkansas and 
Little Rock talk show host who said she had an 
affair with then-Gov. Clinton in 1983, told the 
London Sunday ■ Telegraph that he once came 
over to her house with a bag full of cocaine. “He 
had all the equipment laid out , like a real 
pro. " 

♦Gennifer Flowers says she saw Clinton 
smoke marijuana and carry joints with him when 
he first began visiting her in 1977. Clinton was 
Arkansas' attorney’ general from 1977 through 
1979. His first term as governor ran from 1979 
through 1981. 

♦Two Arkansas state troopers have sworn 
under oath that they 7 have seen Clinton “under 
the influence " of drugs when he was governor. 

♦Sharlene Wilson was a bartender who is 
serving time on drug crimes and has cooperated 
with drug investigators. She told a federal grand 
juiy she saw Clinton and his younger brother 
“snort” cocaine together in 1979. 

♦Jack McCoy 7 , an Arkansas Democrat state 
representative and Clinton suppoiter, told the 
Sunday Telegraph that he could “remember 
going into the Governor's conference room 
once and it reeked of marijuana ” 

♦Historian Roger Morris, in his book 
Partners in Power, quotes several law 
enforcement officials who say they 7 had seen and 
know of Clinton’s drug use. 

♦On a videotape made in 1983-84 by local 
narcotics officers, Roger Clinton said during a 
cocaine buy: “Got to get some for my brother. 
He's got a nose like a vacuum cleaner. ” 

♦One-time apartment manager Jane Parks 
claims that in 1984 she could listen through the 


wall as Bill and Roger Clinton, in a room 
adjoining hers, discussed the quality of drugs 
they were taking. 

♦R. Emmett Tyrrell, editor of American 
Spectator magazine, has tried to track down 
rumors that Clinton suffered an overdose at one 
pomt. The incident supposedly occurred after 
the young politician lost the governorship in 
1980 and fell into an emotional tailspin. 

Tyrrell asked emergency 7 room workers at 
the University 7 of Arkansas Medical Center if 
they could confirm the incident. He didn’t get a 
flat “no” from the hospital staff. One nurse said, 
“I can't talk about that ” Another said she 
feared for her life if she spoke of the matter. 

♦Only m 1992, when asked directly if he had 
smoked marijuana while in graduate school or if 
he had violated international drug laws, did 
Clinton finally fess up. “I've never broke a 
state law, but when I was in England I 
experimented with marijuana a time or two, 
and 1 didn't like it I didn't inhale it, and 
never tried it again. " So why didn’t he just say 
that in the first place? “Nobody's ever asked 
me that question point blank, " he said. 

♦The Secret Service reports that more than 
40 staffers brought in by Clinton had such 
serious (and recent) drug problems that they had 
to enter a special testing program for security 7 
reasons. 

♦While appearing on MTV he was asked if 
he would “inhale” if he had it to do all over 
again. “Sure, I would if I could, ” he said “I 
tried before ” We doubt if he would make such 
jokes about children smoking cigarettes. 

♦Rep. Charles Rangel, D-NY, said about 
Clinton’s attitude towards drugs, “I have never, 
never, never seen a president who cares less 
about this issue ” 

The real scandals surrounding the President 
are so serious that the Monica Lewsinsky affair 
almost seems like a diversion.

HAVE GUN, WILL TRAVEL 

Here’s a piece of legislation that has Sarah 
Brady and others at Handgun Control, Inc. 
wringing their hands in grief. H R. 218 was 
originally designed to allow active and retired 
members of law enforcement to carry concealed 
weapons across state lines. No big threat to 
gun-grabbers until Rep. Bill McCollum (R-FL) 
“...amended H.R. 218 with a dangerous

WEEDING OUT 
INFORMANTS AND 
AGEN IS-PROVOCATEURS 

—By Lee Adams, Spy Counter Spy 

[Note: This article appears to have been 
addressed to Canadians on how to avoid the 
mistakes of the American militias]. 

It is imperative that you run tests to verify 
the reliability and integrity' of new recruits who 
are applying to join your cell. Failure to evaluate 
recruits will result in vour group being 
penetrated by your adversary-much like the 
militia groups in the USA have been penetrated 
by the FBI. 

Every' time you admit a new recruit into your 
cell you are risking the security' of your group. 
Yes, the recruit might be a bona fide supporter 
of your cause-or he might be an informant or an 
agent -provocateur. 

The Informant. The informant is a cell 
member who is providing information to your 
adversary . He may betray you for money. She 
may betray you because she is being 
blackmailed. He may betray you because he is 
unethical, immoral, or weak-willed. She may 
betray you because she has a passive-aggressive 
personality disorder. 

The Agent-Provocateur. The 

agent-provocateur is someone who feigns 
enthusiastic support for your cause while 
enticing you to commit acts that are illegal. She 
is acting on the instructions of the FBI-or she 
may actually be an FBI agent. You are being set 
up for arrest, interrogation, and conviction. 

The Mole. The mole is a cell member who 
quietly works to sabotage your operations. He 
may deliberately forget to do things that result in 
failed operations. He may intentionally min 


meetings with specious arguments and pointless 
debate, often introducing paranoia into the 
discussion. A typical mole is a long-time cell 
member who has been recruited by the FBI. 
perhaps by blackmail. Less frequently the mole 
is an FBI agent who has penetrated the 
organization at an early stage in its 
development. 

The Counter intelligence Role. It is vital 
that your organization have a counterintelligence 
officer. This is someone whose role is to detect 
and neutralize attempted penetrations by the 
enemies of your organization. Whether this is a 
formal position or an ad hoc role is not 
important. Someone in your group must take 
steps to systematically and conscientiously 
evaluate new' recruits. 

If you don’t make an effort to defend 
yourself against penetration by your adversary , 
then you'll cud up like the militia groups in the 
US— paranoid, disorganized, ineffective, 

and— more often than not. in custody. 

Uncover Informants. Here is how 
established resistance movements uncover 
informants. First, reveal some sensitive 
information to the reemit-and only to the 
recruit. For example, you might inform him of 
the existence of a (bogus) hidden cache of 
weapons. Then wait and sec. If the cache is 
suddenly discovered by the authorities, you may 
be dealing with an informant. More tests may be 
required to confirm your suspicions. 

In serious cases where you're playing by Big 
Boys’ Rules, you might need to use some live 
bait. If your adversary is sophisticated and 
experienced, you might need to reveal genuine 
secrets to the recruit you're evaluating. For 
example, you might reveal the name of a whistle 
blower who is leaking information to you about 
your adversary. If your recruit betrays your 
information to your adversary, you’ll have lost 
your whistleblower —but you have unmasked an 
informant before he can do much damage. [Ed.: 
We adamantly oppose “giving up” anyone. 
First, it is immoral, and would lower us to the 
level of the FBI. Second, it w'ould destroy the 
trust on which an intelligence network must be 
based ] 

Unmasking an Agent-Provocateur. The 
most reliable method for unmasking an 
agent-provocateur is to ask him to be the first to 
commit to action. If the person is full of ideas 
for future operations, then insist that he lead by 
example. Make him commit himself first. Or. to 
put it another way, make him incriminate 
himself first before asking others to risk injury', 
exposure, or arrest. If the person balks, then he 
may simply be “all talk.” Or he may be a 
coward. Or he may be an agent-provocateur. In 
either case, you’ve called his bluff and now you 
to fall for his jive-talk. [Ed.: Mr. Adams' advice 
seems to be inviting a conspiracy' charge. 
Attorney Nancy Lord has another approach: 
Have everyone sign a notarized affidavit 
swearing that he (or she) will not provoke illegal 


conduct. If he does, and a bogus conspiracy 
charge results, the affidavit can be used in court 
to show that the provocateur entrapped them. 
Caution: We do not necessarily recommend Ms. 
Lord’s approach. She developed the tactic after 
the Georgia militiameri she (unsuccessfully) 
defended were convicted. It has never been used 
in court to our knowledge. See “Conspiracy” in 
our March, 1997 issue for her ideas on how 
militias can defend themselves from 
agents-provocateurs. 

IS CLINTON A PSYCHO? 

“Almost 50 percent of Americans think 
President Clinton needs psychological 
therapy over his admitted affair with a former 
White House intern, according to a recent 
opinion poll/ 1 reported Reuters, August 27, 
1998. 

The poll also asked, “If Clinton ran for 
office tomorrow, would you vote for him? 11 
Only 33% said yes. 

“Psychotherapists familiar with sexual 
disorders have described Clinton as a 
powerful, charismatic , isolated and bored 
character who fits the profile of a man ripe 
for sexual compulsion. They have said he 
could benefit from therapy/ 1 the article 
reported. 

A more damaging report came from Irwin S. 
Finkelstein, M.D., in a Letter to the Editor that 
appeared in the Wall Street Journal , May 22, 
1997. Finkelstein wrote: “Many of us in the 
psychiatric profession, regardless of our 
political persuasion , have been most curious 
about these psychological characteristics of 
President Clinton . We have followed him for 
years, examined his early history, and have 
noted a pattern that's quite recognizable 
throughout his Arkansas years and his years 
in the presidency . We believe that he has more 
than the average number of ‘sociopath ic 
features 1 that could be expected to exist in a 
president We also see consistency. You will 
recall the description of him as being ‘a liar 
in the past , a liar now and always will be a 
liar 1 on some CNN program. But we see that 
he has the capacity to charm. For that matter, 
he ‘ will charm your pants off. 1 That would 
include your wallet, your change purse, and 
anything else that is significant on your 
person. 

“One of the characteristics of a sociopath 
is that he looks rather poorly on paper, but in 
person is extremely effective, both provocative 
and convincing. Mr. Clinton, like all ‘good 
sociopaths/ externalizes every event that is 
negative and takes credit for every event that 
turns positive Sociopaths are wonderful 
blamers. They are always ready to identify 
fault elsewhere Mr. Clinton measures the 
atmosphere around him with a very effective 
wet finger in the air. He doesn 7 act unless he 
has a very good idea that what he wants will 
occur. 


“But most significant is the fact that he 
talks a good story as to whom he cares about 
and what he plans for you 1 but in reality he 
cares only for himself. He chooses people who 
perpetuate his myth and, not surprisingly, he 
disappoints them, frustrates them and betrays 
them, leaving them wondering how in the 
world they got into this mess. 

“Yes, a sociopath ic president is 

dangerous. Ihe danger is not only what he 
will do in the Write House, especially when it 
comes to foreign policy, but how he affects the 
reputation of the office. Trust in the office of 
the presidency may never be the same. 11 

A more recent article by David M. 
Bresnahan, released by WorldNetDaily , August 
25, 1998, reads: “President Bill Clinton is 
mentally ill, and will get worse before he gets 
better, is the conclusion of a clinical 
psychologist who has studied him and written a 
book on the subject. 

“Dr. Paul Fick, clinical psychologist and 
author of The Dysfunctional President , is in an 
T told you so’ position now that Clinton has 
admitted his sexual relationship with Monica 
Lewinsky. Previously criticized for his diagnosis 
of the president, Fick is now being deluged with 
calls from talk show hosts for interv iews. 

“Fick says Clinton is a pathological liar and 
addicted to sex. He lies about everything, not 
just sex, and he is so compulsive that he is 
always thinking about sex~a distraction 
preventing Clinton from doing his job, says the 
author. 

U1 Whether it's drugs , alcohol, eating 
disorders , or sex they engage in the behavior 
compulsively and they think about it 
obsessively as a way to distract them from the 
emotional problems that they have. Dolly Kyle 
Browning (high school sweetheart) in 1988 
said that Clinton told her he f s a sex addict.

“' People display the symptoms from very 
mildly to very severely, and the president 
exhibits them on a very severe basis, 1 said 
Fick. There is treatment available, but the first 
step requires the same first step an alcoholic 
must take to recover- full acceptance and 
admission of the problem. Once treatment 
begins recovery can be expected in 18 to 36 
months. 

“'there is no way he can remain in office 
and receive treatment, and for that treatment 
to be effective, 1 said Fick, who does not expect 
Clinton to admit his problem. 

“Fick predicted in 1994 that Clinton would 
have the problems he is now encountering 
regarding his sex life. A report over the weekend 
in the Drudge Report about the perversions 
engaged in by Clinton was no surprise to Fick 
who says he already knew about them-and 
more.

She was only one 
of two partners allowed to sit on corporate 
boards. There she collected $64,000 annually in 
director’s fees from Wal-Mart, TCBY and the 
LaFarge Corporation. Her income at Rose grew 
from $28,000 in 1978 to $203,000 in 1992 
while the people of Arkansas paid all Clinton 
personal living expenses (including food, 
shelter, transportation and entertainment) along 
with security, housekeeping, nanny service and 
utilities. Hillary’s husband boasted about his 
“lowest in the nation” governor's salary, but the 
state auditor reported that the upkeep of the 
Clintons cost $750,000 annually, (p. 1 17) 

A 1989 deal involving nursing homes sheds 
light on how Hillaiy and her fellow Rose 
partners Webb Hubbell and Vince Foster 

operated. Rose represented Beverly 

Enterprises, the country’s largest operator of 
nursing homes, in the sale of forty-five nursing 
homes in Iowa. Beverly was controlled by the 
powerful Stephens family of Little Rock, Rose's 
top client. By using a shell charity called Mercy 
Health Initiatives, which had no office or 
employees, the sale was financed through the 
issuance of $85 million in tax-exempt bonds by 
the Iowa state finance authority . In one day 
Rose's client netted $10 million. Rose's fee was 
estimated at $500,000. To cover the excessive 
purchase price the elderly nursing home 
residents’ fees were raised 14 percent, (p. 
119-120) 

But Hillary “loves” children and families as 
well: “I prefer that intervention into an ongoing 

family be limited to... decisions about 

motherhood and abortion, schooling, cosmetic 
surgery, treatment of venereal disease, or 
employment and others... [Such decisions] 
should not be made unilaterally by parents.” 
Therefore judicial intervention will be necessary 
but “only in the most extreme cases.” (p. 173) 
And here is where the lawyers come in. (Both 
Hillary and Bill are graduates of Yale Law 7 
School.) In order to counter parental influence 
parents must be sued on behalf of their children. 
This will necessitate the establishment of a 
whole system of adult children’s “defenders'’ 
and “advocates”, to be paid by the government. 
Hillary ’s affiliation with the Children’s Defense 
Fund w as no impediment to her suggestion that 


the group would be ideally suited to play a major 
role in this effort, a role that would undoubtedly 
result in millions of dollars of government 
contracts, (p. 177)

And increasingly , there’s an overlap 
between the militia and the old-line hate 
groups like the Klan. 9 99

May to link the militias and the Klan. He is. no 
doubt, m cahoots with the Southern Poverty 
Law Center. The “other side” will use any 
means to stigmatize the militia. Be that as it 
may , his article gives us an insight into what the 
other side is thinking. 

May continues, “Shared veins run through 
this mother lode of scorn; ‘ common law 
court ’ tactics designed to gum up local 
government with fake property liens and 
bogus checks ; propagation of 
Jewish-conspiracy myths and banking plots;

“ Greatly curtailed” or not, if militia 
ideology is finding its way into the “ political 
mainstream ” that means we’re 
winning—without firing a single shot. Which is 
in harmony with a quote in the article by John 
Trochmann of the Militia of Montana, “We’re 
just regular people up here in Noxon. We 
gather intelligence, dissect it and put it into a 
picture to show people what’s wrong with 
America. We’re solution-oriented and 
nonviolent 99 

Trochmann went on to say, “I’m tired of 
the alphabet soup—DEA, FBI, BLM— telling 
us what to do. This is a non-representive 
government ”
